Tattoos arc no longer a mark 
of the counter-culture. This is what 
Stereos taught me the night of 
their concert in the Great Hall at 
Laurentian University. 

The band played to a 400 
strong crowd of screaming fans. 

Of course, their intentions 
aren't counter-cultural: "I grew up 
loving bands like Rancid but I loved 
Mariah Carey and Ace of Base 
at the same time. I dress the wa>' 
I've always dressed and I listen to 
music that I like to play," says Robb 
Chalifoux, the band's guitarist. 

Similarly lead singer Pat 
Kordyback says, "Tattoos; I always 



liked the way tattoos looked and 
felt. I think we get stereotyped a 
lot. If you look at the number of 
hip-hop artists with tattoos, Ne-Yo 
has himself quite a few tattoos [for 
example], and people are like, "Why 
are you playing R 'n' B, Nc-Yo?"" 

The morning of their 
performance at Laurentian 
University, Stereos were nominated 
for 2 Juno awards: "We're excited 
... I think our families and evervone 
around us are more excited than we 
are. Robb put it pretty- well: winning 
a Juno is a lot like winning the 
conference championship in hockey 
or something," says Pat, "If we win 
the award or we don't win the award, 
it doesn't change the fact that we're 
going. to be writing new material and 
plaving as much as possible." 

And that seems to be the 
correct plan, as Stereos are only 
growing in popularity with upwards 
of 6 songs from their debut album 
having charted on the national 
Canadian radio charts. The 
Juno nominations are simply an 
acknowledgement of how far they 
have come: 

"This is prett)' much all we 
wanted to do, even though it's like 
crazy and out there. There's nothing 
else I wanted to do. \Ve\e been 
preparing for this a long time. We 
alwa\s thought we had w hat it took 
to be the band that we're being. So a 
lot of what we're accomplishing we 
always hoped we would accomplish 
it," savs Pat. 



Hailing from the west 
coast, this was the first visit to 
Sudbury for any of the members of 
the band. Morgan Cameron Ross, 
lead singer of opening act Birds of 
Wliales - abo from the west coast 
~ told a different story: "I think 
fondly of Sudbury because a couple 
of months ago I came up here to a 
place called Killarney [and] bought 
a puppy - a litde black lab. Sudbur\; 
to me, is where I got my litde puppy" 
Combining country-rock with pop 
music, Birds of Whales warmed up 
the young Laurentian crowd to the 
perfect extent - hopefully winning 
many fans in the process - before 
Stereos took the stage. 

Despite the synthesized 



nature of their music, Stereos 
sounded surprisingly similar to 
their recordings live. They ran 
and jumped around the stage 
like seasoned professionals and 
commanded the audience's attention 
to the utmost degree; the 400 
students in attendance sang along to 
ever\' line: "We're an all-ages band, 
which is a way of saying that we 
have a very young female following, 
w hich we love and they're the most 
devoted fans in the world," says Pat. 
The show couldn't have been any 
better received.

At only 22ryears old, 
LIGHTS has emerged onto the 
Canadian music scene with a unique 
musical style that is tinged with 
intergalactic flair Her love of all 
things comics, video games and 
sci-fi are evident in all pieces of 
her work, whether it be the music 
videos for radio singles "Drive My 
Soul", "February Air", "Saviour", 
or "Ice", or her collaboration with 
Marvel illustrator Tomm Coker on 
the web-series staring a character of 
her likeness, Audio Quest: A Captain 
Lights Adventure. After extensive 
touring throughout 2009, which 
included her performing on the Vans 
Warped Tour, LIGHTS released 
her full length debut album.

Q: How would you describe 
your music, and what inspires you to 
create musically and lyrically?

So, I'm a fan of a lot of the artists 
my dad raised me on actually, like 
Supertramp, you know? Lyrically, 
I'm actually just inspired by the 
way I talk and that is a bit of a 
juxtaposition to the way songs were 
written forty years ago because the 
talk now is a litde bit difierent. But 
I've learned to write lyrics exacdy 
the way that I speak so that it feels 
like I'm talking really honesdy in my 
music. 

Q; Is this a musical style that 
you will always work with, or do you 
think your music will change over 
time? 

A: I think change is inevitable 
as an artist - you can't just stay the 
same way forever I know based 
on [experiences] in my past, my 
music has changed so much over the 
years - it just happens to be where 
I right now. I'm sure I'll always use 
electronic elements and synthetic 
textures, just because it's such a 
broad world and the options are 
endless and it's reaUy fun to create 
with those tools. But genre wise, I'll 
probably mature and develop as an 
artist - well, I certainly hope so - 
and it will definitely change over the 
years. But there will always be some 
[elements] that stay the same - that's 
my kind of melodies and my kind of 
lyrics so that will be the continuing 
element throughout all of it. 



Q; You are currendy on tour 
with Owl City. How did you two get 
together on this tour? 

• A: Well, the initial factor 
that brought us together was our 
agents (laughs). But we've kind of 
been following each other's careers 
for years now. You know, both of 
us kind of started the same way on 
Myspace, putting out the music we 
were making at home. Our music 
is very similar, you know as far as 
[being] positive and pop songs both 
with electronic elements. And that 
being said, we are a great match on 
the road, and the people he brings 
out are more apt to enjoy my music 
and it is really easy to play for them. 
I know that a lot of people wanted 
to be on this tour, and he was pretty 
ardent about having me [come] out, 
which is awesome. I'm so thankful to 
him for that. 

Q: How has you experience 
been on the tour been so far? Are 
there places you were excited to see, 
or places you are anxious to see in 
the future? 

A: Yeah, definitely. As far 
as the past few weeks, we've pretty 
much for the most part covered 
towns we've already been in. I mean, 
aside from the fact that I was really 
excited to go to Florida because it 
was warm, everything else I had 
kind of seen. But that being said, 
there was. a lot of really good nights 
that were unexpected. Like last 
night I was playing at Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana, and I'd never been there 
- didn't know- what to expect. We 
have that stereotype that we know of 
Louisiana, right? But it was nothing 
like that - it was incredible! The 
show was awesome! Everyone just 
loves music, and they're all incredibly 
musical, so it's cool how it can 
change your preconceptions about 
them. 

And as far as the coming 
weeks go, we're actually headed to 
Europe in two days. I've toured the 
UK a few times but never hit up 
mainland Europe before, and I'm so 
pumped for that. Plus my relatives 
come from Germany and Austria, so 
going to those areas is going to be so 
much fun. 

Q: When I saw you perform 
in North Bay, you said the song 
"Lions" was about your favourite 
game. World of Warcraft? Have 
you, or do you plan on writing 
another song based on WoW, or any 
other game? 

A: (laughs) Well, to say that 
Lions was written about WoW is a 
definite generalization. I mean, the 
song Lions goes much deeper than 
just talking about a video game - 
that's how all my music is. But to say 
it was written about WoW? It's based 
on references, based on putting 
my mind somewhere to get a point 
across. The song is about going into 
dangerous territory which can be 
representative of anything in life - 
doing something new and not being 
afraid. And so I wanted to bring that 
to reality somehow, and in order to 
do that, as a songwTiter, you have to 
put your mind into the place you are 
writing from or vice versa - the song 
comes from the place where your 



mind is. And all I could envision was 
like a batdefield somewhere that is 
pretty daunting and not having to be 
afraid. Instandy World of Warcraft 
came up 'cause I'm always playing 
that game. In WoW you're always 
fighting and you're always going to 
scary places but you know, you're 
not afraid. So I started to just sort of 
reference [situations] you are in and 
even phrases from the game just to 
generate excitement in the lyrics and 
make it that much more relatable for 
gamers or myself, you know? So on 
the surface it is about WoW, but it 
goes much deeper for sure, and that 
being said, there will be more songs 
that have WoW references here and 
there, whether it is something about 
a story or something about a batde 
or something. I'm always thinking 
about WoW, so there wdll probably 
be more of that. 

Q; Are there other games 
that you enjoy besides WoW? 

A: Yeah! When I'm online I 
go on WoW, but I mean sitting like I 
am right now, I don't have internet 
and it's impossible. So I do bring my . 
Nintendo DS out a lot, and I play 
Final Fantasy - I have a few different 
versions of Final Fantasy. I do that, 
and always the classics like Mario 
Brothers and Super Mario, and 
when I'm at home I have my Xbox 
- it's pretty^ hard to bring on the 
road though, it's pretty heavy. I play 
Dead Space and Mortal Kombat vs 
DC Universe and UFC Undisputed 
-just a bunch of combat games. 

Q; Captain Lights: Audio 
Quest is nearing its conclusion - is 
this the end of Captain Lights, or are 
their plans to continue her story? 

A: Definitely, definitely! I 
am so proud of Captain Lights: 
Audio Quest. We have ten episodes 
planned right now - eight are out 
[note: aU episodes are now released] . 
Once these ten are done, it definitely 
doesn't mean it's over for Captain 
Lights. It might be the last video of 
the web-series, who knows? But it 
will continue, and I'm hoping it wiU 
continue in actual solid comic book 
form, which would be even cooler 
in my opinion. I love comics ... so 
that's the plan, and maybe one day it 
will expand beyond that, like into a 
video game or a movie or something, 
or we could continue to web-series, 
but this is not the end of Captain 
Lights! 

Q: You are touring rigorously 
until May - what are your plans after 
the tour? 

A: Yes, definitely I'm 
actually scheduled for a few days of 
Lilith Fair this year. Lilith Fair is 
coming back wdth a bang! It's got an 
awesome lineup that I'm honored to 
be part of , and I'll be on a few of 
those dates, as well as lots of going 
back overseas. You know, this is the 
year that my record gets released 
outside of North America in like the 
UK and mainland Europe, so going 
back a lot for that - and that's just 
tentative plans for the yean I mean, 
that's still looking pretty far ahead, 
but it's basically going to be a lot of 
touring.

Rarely when working at my 
desk with an album on am I grabbed 
by a moment as satisfying as Andrew 
Laviolette singing '*Wait a minute 
mister, you's a creature livin' all by 
yourself/' in the closing moments of 
"Dance Like Old Souls". 

For once in my life, I repeated 
the first track of an album out of 
a fear that it can't get any better. I 
guess this is what truly living in the 
moment must be like (and yes, it got 
better). 

Welcome to the world of 
Andrew Laviolette, dusty old soul 
and fresh young voice all rolled into 
one. 

I first heard Andrew in my 
second year at Laurentian at a . 
Huntington coffee house. He walked 
on stage draped in a baggy black 
sweater donning a scruffy but thin 
beard and a brimmed toque. It was 
obvious he was an ADVL student 
at first blush. From his first song to 
his cover of Broken Social Scene's 
"Looks Just Like The Sun", I was 



captivated. 

Needless to say, three years 
later after finding out that Andrew 
dropped his first album no more 
than a week ago, I'm stiU floored by 
his abilities as a performer. 

This Far From Home, his first 
disc mixed and mastered by Jesse 
Legace of Sulfur City Blues Band, is 
nothing short of spectacular. 

The aforementioned opener 
sets the tone for an eight-track 
emotional journey. Cellist Tiffany 
Pollock's ability to lift Andrew's voice 
and set the mood like a table for two 
is captivating but not overwhelming. 
The duo v^rap up the album with 
another collaboration to the same 
effect. 

Each song feels like a separate 
component to an overall narrative 
in which Laviolette reflects on the 
internal and external but disallows 
them to seem too far apart. And, in 
the tradition of all great songwriters 
and storytellers, there's always a 
beautiful muse. 

To call the album Dylanesque 
isn't too far from being honest. But 
when the album's tide track pipes 



in with the wail of the producer 
Legace 's slide guitar and Laviolette 's 
gende finger picking, the line 
between imitation and influence 
is overwhelmed by reality. Some 
singers learn from those they feel 
a kinship v^ath, no matter what the 
generational divide. 

The flow of This Far From 
Home is perfect. There isn't a dull 
moment. The album is relaxed and 
organic and not a single note, word 
or thought seems forced <y out of 
place. From the harmonics ringing at 
the start of "Is This My Heart?" to 
the driven aforementioned cello solo 
in album closer "Don't Look Back", 
everything is sound. 

Andrew Laviolette is one of 
Sudbury's many hidden gems but 
for this album to go unappreciated 
would be a crime against the human 
spirit.

Roger Nash: Laurentian

Roger Nash ~ professor 
Emeritus of the Laurentian 
University Philosophy Department 
- was named Poet Laureate of the 
Greater City of Sudbury on the 
morning of Thursday, Feb. 25 at the 
Sudbury Public Library 

It was a morning to 
be remembered. If nothing 
else, this position serves as an 
acknowledgement of the rich 
and vibrant arts comrnunit>' in 
Sudbury that, for too long, has been 
underappreciated. 

Chosen from a list of five 
local poets who were deemed worthy 
of consideration, Roger, as Poet 
Laureate, will be responsible for 
promoting literary events around 
Sudbury such as the university's 
LUminaries series and various 
open mic nights around town. 
Furthermore, he is charged with 
composing poetry to commemorate 
specific events. 

He read from his poem "My 
City" during his acceptance speech, 
the first of many poems, one expects, 
to be composed in recognition of 
municipal happenings: 

"In this cit>', we mine more

than nickel. 

Ore-veins of stories are 
surveyed 

and tagged in our forests. In 
the great smelter

Following a rousing speech by 
Mayor Rodriguez in which he urged 
a group of Sudbury Secondary' and 
Mar)Tnount students to "read Keats 
and Byron and Shelley," Roger 
took the podium for his acceptance 



speech, of which the above poem 
was but a small part, joking that the 
mayor "is quite a hard act to follow." 
He began by recalling all of the work 
that he has done in his life: "My first 
job was mucking out pig pens; this 
seems a distinctive step up." 

Humor aside, the Poet 
Laureate tide truly is an honorable 
appointment, providing an office for 
its recip)ient at the downtown library 
and endowing him/her with the 
power and influence necessary for 
celebrating and promoting literature 
in the cit>. It is expected that every 
two or three years, the position will 
switch from English to French and 
back again, allowing for celebration 
of Sudbury's bi-lingualism. 

.Although it is a position 
generally reserved service on the 
national level, that Sudbury has 
appointed its first poet laureate 
speaks to the city's inclusive and self- 
directing attitude. 

.Although Sudbury's 
ans communities are alive and 
flourishing, positions like this one 
win help to direct them in their 
progression. 

Under the tutelage of Roger 
and others like him, it is inevitable 
that the creati\'e work of Sudburians 
win continue to find its way onto the 
national plain. 



Record review: Yukon 
Blonde - Self-Titled

Success in music is a tricky 
thing. As with any art form, 
innovation in music is critically 
applauded, but the listening public 
tends to have a hard time with 
anything really weird. 

One of the reasons why so 
many bands since the Beades have 
been discredited for drawing too 
much from them is that the Fab 
Four established a sound that found 
a home in the largest audience. 
This earned them a whole mess of 
radio play, which set the bar for the 
average ear. Even if we didn't love it, 
we were used to it. 

"The Magic Schoolbus" gave 
us all the impression that taking 
risks is universally rewarded. In pop 
music this is not always the case. Not 
everyone is ready to hear something 
new. I'll always respect bands for 
pushing boimdaries, but I try to have 
sympathy for those that play it safe; 
Yukon Blonde is one of the delightful 
few that does both. 

Their self-tided record opens 
with smooth, creamy vocals and 
delicate guitars over a stubborn and 
dedicated drum /bass unison. Two 
verses take their time introducing the 
whole cast of instruments before the 



electric lead gives a brief but sweet 
solo. It takes almost two minutes for 
each member of this B.C. three- 
piece to make it clear that they 
can really sing. Especially together. 
Especially in spotless harmony, with 
just enough edge to keep them from 
sounding too tame as they chant 
out a hook catchy enough to have 
been lifted from a best of The Who 
compilation. 

The song, "Rather Be With 
You", winds down perfecdy with a 
few gende, sustained, synth textures; 
playful percussion; and some 
carefree, jam-session guitar. The first 
song showcases their flexibility and 
breadth of perspective as musicians. 
While their music is certainly rooted 
in the same realm of indie rock as 
label-mates Two Hours Traffic and 
The Trews, the variety of their vocal 
and playing styles, as well as their 
instrumentation, make them seem 
less confined by the genre. 

Yukon Blonde manage to 
produce music that is both refreshing 
and familiar by recognizing the 
forms they draw from and choosing 
carefully where to conform and 
where to break free. And that's just 
in the first track.

The UK declares %var on 
homeopathy 

A committee of British 
MPs has recommended that the 
UK cease funding homeopathic 
hospitals and treatments. The group 
considered evidence from scientists, 
homeopaths, and a number of 
reports and investigations into the 
popular alternative health modality'. 
In the end, they concluded what 
most skeptics have been saying for 
decades: that there is no evidence 
such treatments work any better than 
placebos. 

Homeopathy is much more 
widespread in the United Kingdom 
than it is here in Canada. In fact the 
National Health Service of the UK 
currently funds four homeopathic 
hospitals and regulatory committees 
and adds credence to the practice by 
licensing their remedies. 

In addition to recommending 
that funding for these hospitals 
and homeopathic remedies be 
pulled, the committee in charge of 
examining the evidence also urged 
other European countries to follow 
suit. The report didn't mince on 
words either. When announcing the 
findings, they used words like "sugar 
pills", "witchcraft", and "patient 
deception". 

The recommendations, if 
approved by the British parliament, 
will save about jC2b milhon of 
taxpayer money from going to these 
prejects. 

Moon Mrater 

And here you thought the 
moon was made of cheese.

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NASA recendy announced 
that radar equipment aboard an 
Indian probe has detected an 
enormous amount of water near 
the Moon's north pole. How much? 
About 600 million metric tons of ice, 
all contained withindark, shadowy 
craters. For comparison's sake, Lake 
Nipissing flocated w^est of Sudbury) 
is about 3,800 million metric tons. 

This is actually the third 
major water discovery on our litde 
moon. The first came in September 
of last year when the same Indian 
project found evidence of water 
near the south pole using the same 
radar equipment. The finding was 
confirmed by another experiment 
which obtained tangible proof of 
water by shooting "impactor" probes 
at the Moon's surface and then 
analyzing the dust projected away 
from the planet. 

The discovery is creating a 
great deal of excitement because 
it means the prospect of a lunar 
base is much more realistic than 
had previously been believed. 
Water harvested from the Moon's 
surface could not only be consumed 
by astronauts, but also used as a 
potential source of oxygen and 
energy. A second joint Indian- 
American mission is slated to leave 
for the moon sometime in 2013. 

Smile for your life 

Smiling like you mean it— not 
disingenuously grinning^^has been 
linked to longer life expectancies. 

Researchers examined the 
official photographs of 230 pro 
baseball players from the 1 950s 
and then followed up to see if they 
were still alive today. To categorize 
the players' photos, the scientists 



looked specifically at their smiles. 
There are two major types of smiles: 
the genuine smile — knowTi in the 
literature as "Duchenne smiles" after 
the neurologist who first defined it — 
and fake smiles. 

With practice, genuine smiles 
can be readily differentiated because 
of some key physical differences. 
While fake smiles are made by 
flexing primarily the zygomatic 
major muscles of the mouth, real 
smiles use an additional set of 
involuntary' muscles. This extra 
group is responsible for furling the 
corners of the eyes, lowering the 
outside of the eyebrows, and other 
subde changes. 

The researchers categorized 
the players as Duchenne smilers, 
fake smilers, or non-smilers and 
then compared these categories to 
how long the players had lived. The 
results strongly supported the notion 
that happier people live longer. 
In fact, those players who were 
genuinely smiling in their photos 
lived, on average, seven years longer 
than the non-smilers and five years 
longer than the fakers! 

There remains some debate 
about how accurately a big smile 
reflects happiness as opposed to, say, 
conscientiousness or sociability, but 
the result is not completely novel. In 
the past, researchers have also shown 
that genuine smiles are correlated 
with happiness and marital 
satisfaction. Certainly something 
to keep in mind while looking for a 
partner — stay away from the sullen 
stick-in-the-muds who may die 
earlier and be less content with the 
relationship.
